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County tobacco tax hits snag 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
Noy, 24, at the courthouse in 
Enterprise and agreed to put the 
proposed tobacco tax on_ hold 
pending the outcome of a lawsuit in 
Geneva County concerning the 
legality of such a tax. 

County Attorney Warren Rowe 
told the commission that the tobacco 
industry had filed a suit against 
Geneva County challenging the 
recent implementation of a tobacco 
tax in that county and pledged to file 
a similar suit against Coffee County 
if it went ahead and implemented a 
tax approved at the commission 
meeting on Monday, Nov. 10 

Rowe stated he would defend the 
commission if it was sued and would 
sue anyone on behalf of the county, 
but said it was foolish to implement 
the tax when it was almost a sure 
thing that such action would result in 
a lawsuit. 

The commissioners agreed with 
Rowe's recommendation and voted 
to rescind its earlier motion to 
implement the tax until the suit in 
Geneva County was settled. The suit 
is expected to take six months to 
resolve and will delay any collection 
of the tobacco tax which was 
earmarked for use by the Coffee 
County Firefighters Association. 

The bi-weekly meeting began at 9 
a.m., and after the routine approval 
of minutes the commission was 
presented with a bili for legal! fees 
incurred during the recent court case 
which resulted in the redistricting of 
the Coffee County Commission and 


commissions in nine surrounding 
counties. The total bill was in the 
amount of $355,000 and Rowe 
estimated the’county’s share would 
be $13,000. 

The commission discussed the 
bill, but agreed to table any action on 
paying the bill and to challenge the 
amount of the bill in court. 

In other action at the meeting, 
the commission: 

***proclaimed the week of Nov. 
20-27 as Farm-City Week in Coffee 
County; 

***onened bids on extending water 
lines for the South Crenshaw County 
Water and Fire Protection Authority 
(expenses to be paid by a grant); 
***heard a representative of Tele- 
Plus Communications make a 
presentation concerning the 
installation of his company’s system 
at the county courthouses at a cost of 
$7,390 a month for three years on a’ 
lease-purchase plan; 

***was told work had begun on 
replacing two bridges on County 
Road 77 in the northeast corner of 
the county; 

***learned that work would begin 
next week to repair a gully threaten- 
ing a road in south Coffee County; 
***was told a bridge on a paved road 
near Brooklyn had collapsed causing 
the road to be closed; 

***agreed to send out invitations to 
bid on office furniture to be used in 
the Circuit Clerk's office in Elba; 
***voted 5-2 (Bryan and Eagerton 
Opposing) to reinstate funds in the 
amount of $9,623.35 for membership 
in the Southeast Alabama Regional

The Elba Cit» Council met 
Monday evening with all present 
except ailing John W. Sharpless. 
The council bought a new police car, 
adopted a housekeeping ordinance 
and again tackled the commercial 
garbage pickup.

Police Chief John White reported

14 people expected to die on 


state roads during holidays 


The Alabama Dept. of Public 
Safety estimates that 14 people will 
be killed in traffic accidents during 
the Thanksgiving holiday weekend, 
according to Col. Byron Prescott, 
department director. 

The holiday began at 6 p.m. 
Wednesday, Noy. 26, and ends at 
midnight Sunday, Nov. 30, for a total 
of 102 hours. Last year there were 
eight traffic fatalities during the 
holiday, five rural and three urban, 

Prescott said he expects a heavy 
traffic flow as motorists take to 
Alabama's highways to be with 
family and friends over the 
Thanksgiving holiday. 

Prescott urged all drivers to 
exercise extra caution while driving 
during this and other holiday 
periods. ‘‘To help ensure the safest 
holiday possible, we encourage all 
motorists to drive defensively and 
courteously, remembering that they 
share the roadways with many other 
drivers,’ he said. 

All available state troopers will 
be patrolling to remove dangerous 
drivers from the roadways, Prescott 
said. He said a federal overtime 
program aimed at speed limit 
enforcement will allow additional 
troopers to patrol during the holiday, 

Prescott urged motorists to obey 
the speed limit and all other traffic 
laws, use safety belts and child 
restraints and never drink and drive. 

“The drinking driver is the 


greatest threat to traffic safety, 
and Alabama's laws provide the 
means to deal firmly with those who 
commit the crime of driving under 
the influence,’’ Prescott said. 

Alabama's DUI law provides for 
attendance of DUI school, loss of the 
driving privilege for 90 days, 
imprisonment of up to one year and a 
fine of $250 to $1,000 upon first 
conviction, Second and subsequent 
convictions carry increasingly severe 
penalties. 


lyzer machine was working ‘‘and is 
fantastic.’’ He said otherwise the 
department work had been routine. 

Mayor Bob English commended 
the police department on their work 
during the state football playoffs. He 
said traffic control had’ been great 
and the escort service to Siias was 
also very professional. 

The city council adopted an 
ordinance concerning the use of the 
chemical test for intoxication of 
automobile drivers. It was due to the 
purchase of the new intoxilyzer and 
recommended changes in local law 
from the state offices. 

Pickup of commercial garbage 
consumed most of the council 
meeting. Mayor English reported on 
the time survey requested by the 
council, He presented the council 
with a list of businesses that needed 
everyday pickup and how long the 
truck was at their businesses. 
English also presented the group 
with the estimated cost of operating 
the one truck with two men. After 
computing this and figuring in a 
proposed increase on some users, he 
disclosed the department would take 
in $28,620 in revenue opposed to an 


operating cost of $57,822.70. This 
would leave a deficit of $29,202.70 to 
be absorbed by the general fund. 
This was figured on 2470 hours per 
year at $23.41 per hour for two men, 
truck repair, gasoline and 
depreciation. 

The council members discussed 
the deficit, but in the end approved 
the new rates and the change to 
three-day-a-week pickup’ for the 
other 118 commercial accounts. 
English expressed an opinion that 
this change from everyday service 
would cut some of the overtime now 
being experienced by the 
department. 

The new schedule will go into 
effect on January 1, with continuing 
review of the accounts to move them 
into or out of the daily pickup group. 
Rates for the group of everyday 
pickup vary from $15 to $100 a month 
while the three-day service accounts 
remain at $10 a month. 

Council members were told that 
federal law now removes them from 
any control over the rates of Cable 
TV and the recently-announced 
increase by Storer Cable was their 
decision and theirs alone. 


Mistrial is declared in Tucker murder trial 


A Piké County jury of seven men 
and six women deliberated for nearly 
four hours last Thursday before 
announcing it could not reach a 
verdict in the murder-for-hire trial of 
LaDonna Tucker, prompting Circuit 
Judge Riley Green to declare the 
trial a mistrial, setting the stage for a 
third trial in the S-year-old murder 


case. 

Mrs. Tucker, formerly of 
Enterprise, was originally found 
guilty of capital murder and 
sentenced to life in prison in March, 
1982; however, the Alabama 
Supreme Court reversed the decision 
stating the state couldn't try Tucker 
on capital murder charges and 


ordered a second trial. The trial was 
held in Troy after a successful 
motion for a change in venue. 


Mrs. Tucker will be retried in the 
murder charge involving the 1981 
death of her husband, and attorneys 
on both sides expressed confidence 
of the outcome of the third trial.

Thanksgiving is near. At this 
time of year, we should be reminded 
of all the things for which we are 
truly thankful. Most often we tie this 
appreciation to our financial 
successes in our lives and for good 
health. Certainly, these are things 
we do and should appreciate, But 
what about appreciation for family? 
So many times we forget this very 
basic and important unit of society. 
Family appreciation is something 
that should be a year ‘round project. 
We have opportunities each and 


every day to show our appreciation to 
family members. Unfortunately, we 
let these pass right by. Sometimes 
the appreciation can be shown with a 
simple ‘‘Thank you.’’ The dollar 
price of this is zero but a dollar price 
cannot be placed on the benefits 
gained. Perhaps if we place our 
“show of family appreciation’’ on a 
balance sheet with profit and loss 
columns, we would realize that the 
majority of us would be operating in 
the red.

A deficiency in family 
appreciation can lead to family 
bankruptcy. Investment in family life 
is the best investment you can make. 
We must consider that it is a hollow 
victory if we lose our family on the 
way up the ladder of success. As we 
have said before, the most important 
people in our lives are not then with 
us to share the victory. 

We have become negligent in 
recognizing the opportunities to 
show appreciation. This is one 
problem with an easy and obvious 
solution.

Loans & Grants Available For Repair 


Dale Richey, State Director for 
Farmers Home Administration 
(FmHA), announced that loans and 
grants are available to homeowners 
for the repair of dwellings in rural 
areas and most towns up to. 20,000 
population in Alabama. 

Richey stated FmHA's Section 
504 loan and grant program is 
available for very low income home- 
owners to do things such as install 
sanitary water and waste disposal 
systems, weatherization measures, 
heating systems, wiring, roofs and 
structural supports. The maximum 
amount of assistance under this 
program is $7500. Loans are made at 
1% interest and amortized for up to 
20 years. If the homeowner is 62 
years of age or older and is unalbe to 
repay the full amount of a loan, a 
grant of up to $5,000 can be made. 
FmHA provides the funding and the 
homeowner contacts with a builder 
to. do the repairs. 


Richey stated that Alabama was 
successful during fiscal year 1986 in 
getting additional funding for this 
program from other states which 
were not using their allocation of 
funds. Alabama used 250% of its 
loan allocation and 178% of its grant 
allocation during fiscal year 1986. 
Richey went on to say that although 
Alabama has been a leader in this 
program he feels the program is still 
under utilized in this state since 
many people are not aware of the 
program. 

With winter coming on, Richey 
stated he encourages homeowners to 
contact their local FmHA office if 
they need assistance through this 
program.

Second, there is heaven where the sun, moon, and 
stars are, as in Psalm 9:1-6, which begins, ‘‘The heavens declare the 


glory of God.”’ 


Finally, there is heaven, where God dwells. Since God 


is deity, He must be present everywhere, or peiniprescht Although 


God is omnipresent, 


e is said to dwell in a specia 


way in heaven. 


Jesus spoke of heaven as His ‘‘Father’s house.’’ ‘‘In my Father's 
house are many mansions; if it were not so 1 would have told you. | go 
to prepare a place for you. And if 1 go and prepare a place for you, I 
will come again, and receive you unto myself; that where | am, there ye 


may be also’’ (John 14;2-3). 


Daniel said, ‘'there is a God in heaven’’ (Dan. 2:28). The wise man 
Solomon wrote, ‘‘God is in heaven, and thou upon the earth’’ (Eccl. 
5:2), When Jesus gave the disciples the model prayer, He told them to 
begin, ‘‘Our Father, which art in heayen'’ (Matt. 6:9). Many times 


Jesus used the terms, ‘‘your Father which is in heaven,

eople Israel, and the land which thou hast given us’’ (Deut. 26:15). 
David wrote, ‘‘The Lord looked down from heaven upon the children of 
men” (Ps. 14:2). The prophet Isaiah writes, ‘‘Thus saith the Lord, The 
heaven is my throne, and the earth is my footstool’’ (Is. 66:1). 

When Jesus ascended, ‘‘he was taken up, and a cloud received him 
out of their sight.’" Two angels told the disciples *‘this same Jesus 
which is taken up from you into heaven, shall so come in like manner as 


ye have seen him go into heaven’’ 


(Acts 1:9-11). As Stephen? was 


about to be stoned, he ‘‘looked up stedfastly into heaven, and saw the 
glory of God, and Jesus standing on the right hand of God”’ (Acts 7:55).
